McLean Altera Former State­ 
ment That He Paid Fall 
Loan in Cash

tee today that he had told the truth 
when he testified at Palm Beach 
that he loaned A. B. Fall $100,000 
in 1921 in checks which afterw ard 
were returned uncashed. 
Although his bank balance did not 
show that amount on deposit, he 
said his "credit was good" and that 
Fall had agreed to notify him be­ 
fore attem pting to Cash the checks. 
This procedure, he said, was "not 
unusual” and he had nothing to do 
with the oil leasing program. 
When he first erroneously inform­ 
ed the committee that the loan had 
been made in cash he said he did 
so because Fall requested at a con­ 
ference they had in Atlantic City 
last December. 
He declared he never had any di­ 
rect or indirect interest in either 
the Sinclair or Doheny companies 
and knew nothing about the leasing 
program except what he had seen 
in the newspapers. 
"None of any cnaracter," McLean 
said when asked what service he 
had rendered as a dollar-a-year se­ 
cret service agent of the departm ent 
of justice. The main purpose of his 
appointment, he said, was to en­ 
able him to use his badge to get 
through police lines in "strange cit­ 
ies" when traveling with President 
Harding’s party. 
Forgets Contradicting Testimony

the publisher made no reference to 
his previous conflicting testimony 
regarding the loan and when his a t­ 
tention was directed to that he said 
he had no further statem ent to 
make.

Peter, after receiving favors at 
the hands of Christ, in the testing 
hour, denied Him and swore he had 
never known him. 
Of the three sinners, there was 
little difference at the time of their 
commission. But look at their later 
lives. What did they do with their 
sins?

Judas took his sins to Ills friends 
and his friends wanted nothing to 
do with him. In his agony of soul 
he went out and cast himself off a 
cliff and took his own life. 
Pilot kept his sins to himself and 
tried to forget them. He was seen 
on the seashore in the dead of night 
trying 
to 
wash 
tne 
gory 
blood 
from his hands. He died a raving 
maniac on top of an uninhabited 
mountain. 
But Peter took his sins to Jesus 
and let Jesus atone for them. Peter 
lived a life of usefulness and is one 
o fthe great figures of all history. 
The evangelist ended by making 
an appeal for those unsaved to east 
their sins upon Jesus. 
Several converts and many addi­ 
tions to the church resulted from 
the appeal.

Did you ever 
hear 
of a Golli- 
wogg? It is just a comical rag doll, 
which I suppose children of Eng­ 
land and France enjoy playing with 
as your little brothers and sisters 
love their teddy bears and brownies. 
A Golliwogs is a boy doll, with 
long trousers and a bright red coat. 
It has a black face made of cloth, 
and white eyes with a black boot- 
button in the middle of each eye. 
They are supposed to 
be 
rather 
lucky, so during the late war, Golli- 
woggs were the quaint mascots of 
French 
and 
English 
airmen and 
took many a dizzy flight with them 
through the clouds. 
Debussy (Dub-tboos-see), who was]

French composers, 
had 
a 
little 
daughter who evidently was fond of 
her Golliwogg and as Debussy watch

(By the Aisonaled Press) 
STOCKHOLM.— The 
government 
bas proposed to parliament the re­ 
organization of the defences with 
the object of obtaining the greatest 
efficiency within the limits of the 
present appropriations. The plan, in 
effect, cuts the number of officers 
and soldiers, though it retains the 
present six divisions. The reduction 
will be made in two regiments of 
Infantry at present doing guard duty 
along the coast. 
Tile cavalry will be reduced by 
two brigades and the artillery re­ 
organized with increases of anti­ 
aircraft guns. A new tank corps will 
be organized, and a force of 62 
airplanes will be established to be. 
used jointly by the army and navy. 
The naval program provides for 
the construction of four destroyers 
of 9 50 tons and three submarines 
between the period 1924-1929.
